Whilst the question 61 ilio propriety nf 
reJogui/.ini; the independence of tin: Southern 
Coufudentoy is being warmly discussed by 
neutral Stales, tlio intelligence reaches us 
from America llial in tin? opinion of t he 
Federal Senate the ultunnte s>-verancfl of tliu 
Northern fi otn the Soutliern States is a con- 
tingency 1101 to bo regurded as within the 
bounds of possibility. 

The Senate whose Committee, reported 
these resolutions hat t eased to exist; and 
although its successor hud already met for iho 
despatch of some urgent business, somo 
monllis will piobably elapse before the new 
Con cress assembles at Washington The 
result of the elections tniolit perhaps bid us 
hope Hint a change ol opinion would? ba 
effected in the minds of those who direct the 
affairs nf tbe Stalo and that the present Ad- 
ministration would not regard tlie contempti- 
ble farrago of the moribund Senate as 
expressive of llie universal opinion of the 
American public. Hut during the time 
which must intervene before the meeting <A 
Congress, the Executive will not only possess 
unlimited control, but will tic legally justified 
in proceeding in I he path which the lust 
words of the representatives of the people so 
clearly pointed out. It is scarcely difficult 
to conjecture what will be the otiicial pro- 
gramme of tho Federal Government for the 
next three months. The treasury, thanks to 
the late Cougre s, will be filled to oveifl iwing 
with notes. Fresh armies will be raised a:,d 
fresh expeditions organized, which will be 
dispatched with groat eclat, and immediately 
nfterwardo forgotten. Contractors will oaii- 
tiuue to gorge themselves at the public 
expense, end the unlimited demand in ite 
cities of ilio North for rich dresses and pre- 
cious .Mom s will give the lie to tliosu who 
deny that the community is at Uie acme of 
prosperity. 'I he frontiers of the two Con- 
f ederiitions v\i I remain unchanged, the Qnets 
of the Not th will continue to bhc'cale the 
Southern polls, and this export trade ol the 
litter will remain suspended. 

But whilst matters will thus rein tin un- 
changed on Urn other side of the Atlantic, 
what will be the attitude ol those who have 
' hitherto continued, passive spectators of the 
war! Will Kngfarid and France continue 
to support by charily thu-e whom the folly 
and wickedness ul others deprive of the means 
of supporting themselves by honest industr) ? 
Will these Power3 look on with apathy uml 
indifference at tho gradual and sure demoral- 
ization nl largo masses of an industrious pop- 
ulation compelled for a Jong period to eat. 
the broad of idleness / It would he expecting 
too much fiom human nature to suppose that 
habits, of idleness and inactivity, when once 
generated, can be instantaneously exchanged 
for those which are demanded by laborious 
occupation. The evils w hich have been oc- 
casioned in Lancashire by the suspension of 
lbs Cotton supply will long survive the re- 
moval if. their immediate cause. In the 
slraits in which England and Fiance are now 
placed, it will be absolutely necessary, sooner 
or later, that something should bo ilone. Will 
those Powers be converted by the resolutions 
of the American Senate, and patiently wail 
for the re-estnblishmerit in all its original 
splendor of the American Union? Will they 
send to Richmond and i in pi ess upon the 
leaders of the Confederacy the bopelesmess 
of the enterprise which they have undertaken! 
Will (hey point out to Jefferson Davis that a 
Government which has been unable to push 
its armies two day.-,' march from its own Cap- 
ital, must in process of time subjugate; a ter- 
ritory who.-e area exoecds eight hundred 
thousand tquate miles 7 

Dot if France and England do notbocirne. 
converts to the opinion of the Federal Ad- 
ministration and the Federal Senate, will 
they, although believing in the final separa- 
tion of the Southern States from the Union, 
continue in tl.iir present passive altitude? 
They must not, unless at the risk tit commit- 
ting on " uufiiendly act," bint the propriety 
of bringing the contest lo a close, it would 
be idle to speculation w hat will be the Inlin e 
conduct ol the great maritime Powers ol 
Fitirope, but certainly the avowed sentiments 
of the Foreign Secretary of the federal Gov- 
ernment uml of the Scnnte, supply grounds 
for some approach to decisive action . Wedo 
not believe ihnt France will remain so 
thoroughly impassive as heretofore. 1 ler pro 
posals of mediation, it is not too much to 
say, were dictated rather by tho interests uf 
her own people than by those of the Ameri- 
can nation. But il she must not mediate, if 
the war must still proceed, the evils which 
prompted her interference will still remain 
unredressed. Will she continue to bear 

them with patioiice, now thai all prospect of 
a speedy cessation of (he war seems entirely 
extinguished? England suffers • moro than 
France ; but perhaps her patience may be 
more enduring. At all events, the Govern- 
ments of both countries have now tolerably 
good grounds for ascertaining tho probable 
course of affairs in America for the next few 
months, and they may fairly enough deter- 
mine tho course t> he adopted upon the 
assumption that the war will continue till Iho 
autumn of the present year. 

COCIIINKAI, SUPERSKDKD. — As everybody 
knows, the valines .shades of scarlet and 
crimson with which textile fabrics are dyed 
or printed were made from cochineal. Co- 
chiueal is an insect taken in Mexico, from 
tho bread leaves of tho cactus. Ordinarily, 
it would now Command an enormous prieo 
It is worth even less now than it was Ion 
years ago. The cause of this decline in 
value of c ichineal is because of the discovery 
of a more beautiful dye, called analine, pro- 
duced from our native coal oil. From this 
coal oil, by tedious process, is produced this 
aunlilie, of which, by the way, a siugle pound 
costs 880. Its difltiseness, wo believe, ex 
ceods that of any known substance. A 
pound of it would impart a perceptible tint 
In a large pond of water. At a lactorv, re- 
cently, whoro silk handkerchiefs are printed, 
wo bait nn opportunity of observing the in- 
comparable superiority of the now colors to 
those produced by cochineal. Analine gives 
every shade of purple, from the deepest royal 
to the faint lilac ; every variety ot blue, from 
the pale tint of the sky to the deepest ultra- 
marine ; and all the gradations of scarlet ai d 
crimson of like beauty. Coal oil, that in its 
crude state is as dangctous as gunpowder, 
and as offensive to the senses as the odor of a 
pole -cat, is one of the greatest innovations if 
modern times. — Business Mirror.

About the only 
CLrte.in starling point that we can find is the 
telegram lhat gold is rapidly declining. LaBt 
advices it wua 36 percent, prcminm ; but we 
are in the dark as to how low the fiscal bar- 
rometer of Wall street has fallen, it has 
fallen, we are willing to believe— but nrheth- 
er through Geil. Hooker or the "hears" of 
Wall street, is another difficulty lo solve. 
Wo aro willing to attribute it to tho fact lhat j 
Gen. Hooker is not captured, after five days' 
hard lighting, in which more than a" fourth of !

Rut we are so 
accustomed to see all their plans overturned 
by Confederate generals, that we are not dis- 
posed to place nine!) reliance on the news.

MATTERS IN PRUSSIA. 

Constitutionalism is still on its trial in 
Prussia. The Address from the Prnssun 
Chamber of Deputies to the King provoked by 
the arbitrary conduct of the monarch through 
his advisers, has been replied to personally, 
without the intervention of the ministry. To 
the accusation made by the Lower Ilonss 
against the ministers, ol having last session 
unconstitutionally carried on the admiuistra- 
lion, and expended public monies without a 
legal budget, the King replies that the acts 
in question were done with the royal appro- 
bation. This permission he says he would 
lint have given had he considered ihe eon 
duct of his advisers a violation of the Con- 
stitution. It was impossible to concur, he 
continues, in the refusal of the Chamber of 
Deputies to grant the budget as sought foi 
last year. The budget which that House was 
willing to allow was rejected by the Upper 
House. " The regulation of ihe budget" the 
reply goes on to state, "as prescribed by the 
Constitution, having become impossible for 
last year's session ; and the Constitution 
Containing no provision for such a cine, il is 
incomprehensible that tho Chambers should 
discern a violation of the Constitution, in lhat 
the Government had carried on the adminis- 
tration without n legally established budget." 
The King recognises the fact, lhat according 
to the Constitution a budget can be estab- 
lished only by n resolution agreed to by 
both chambers, and approved of by him ; 
but ho contends that in the absence of this 
agreement, the administration must be carried 
on without interruption. Now, if this means 
anything, it is that the Constitution applies 
in this respect to formalities only. If the 
Prussian Parliament votes the public moneys, 
he asks, for Ihe purpose of carrying on ihe 
administration, why well and good, but he 
contends that he has n right lo tulie them 
without so much as saying, by your leave. 
The King assumes the right to interpret ihe 
Constitution, and in doing so, interprets il to 
suit his own view s, false though they may be. 
nnii moulded from mistaken notions of tho IK 
vine right of kings* There is a difference of 
opinion between him ami the people's repre- 
sentatives, lie would have his opiniou pre- 
vail. In this be receives some support from n 
subservient Upper House. In an address 
from that body to the monarch they say, that 
" nowhere does the Constitution say who, in a 
disseusica like the present one, is bound to 
give way ;" but lliey contBiul lhat it is "the 
duty of the eili/.ns to respect tho paternal 
authority of the King." This is, of course, 
nothing less than an Unqualified support of 
absolutism. However, the "Commons" 
show no sign of giving in, but nre fully re- 
solved to maintain the right of the people,

Additional War News. 
(Per Eliza Anderson.) 

Fortress Monroe, May 7th . — Union pris- 
oners who arrived from Richmond to-day re- 
port that ihey were captured within three 
miles of Richmond on the 3d, while in pur- 
suit uf n courier, witn a dispatch from Jack- 
son to Jeff Davis. The people of Richmond 
were in a terrible state of excitement. 

The Richmond Enquirer, o! the nth. claims 
to have taken 5 OHO prisoners on .Sunday, but 
admits a heavy loss. 

Of Gen. Sionernan's raid the same paper 
says that 15 000 cavalry had destroyed the 
Fredericksburg railroad at Ashland, took pos- 
session ol a train of cars, capturing several 
rebel government officers. He also destroyed 
two locomotives. A detachment of Yankees 
then proceeded to Hanover Court House, 
tearing up the Central Railroad track and 
culling telegraph wires. They eho burned 
ihe Conn House and several bridges on the 
Fredericksburg railroad, and destroyed the 
water tanks. They were evidently guided 
by some one familiar wiili the coutry. At 
Brook's Dike tho Yankees exchanged horses 
for fresh ones, and proceeded across the 
Cbickahoininv, destroying the turnpike and 
railroad bridges over the river. They cap- 
lured a locomotive, which was sunt out this 
morning on a reeonuDissauce. 

St. Louis, May 8.tb. — A gentleman from 
Shriveport, reports that the rebels have one 
gunboat and 30 transports between there and 
Alexandria. 10,000 rebels were reported lo 
be nt Toulon. At Danville, miles above 
Shrlevesport, he saw live Texan regiments on 
the routo lor Little Rock, to join Gen. Piice, 
lor the invasion of Missouri'. They are lo 
be mounted, and will leave about the 25th 
May and mova up Black River. 

Gen. Blunt telegraphed from Leavenworth 
that Uol. Phillips crossed the Arkansas river 
on the nighl ol April 24th, and attacked the 
rebel force that had been concentrated and 
fortified at Wcllsfulls, capturing all their 
camp equipage.
